DAVAO, P. I., Sept. 2.—If the Amer- 
icans have neglected the economic de- 
velopment of the Philippines; the Jap- 
a@nese are alive to their gré&t poten- 
tialities.. Colonel Carmi A. Thompson, 
President Coolidge’s observer, noted 
this on today’s visit to Davad, a hus- 


tling port and the centre of the great} . 


hemp producing region’ of. Davao prov- 
ince, in the southwest corner of the 
Island of Mindanao: . 

In contrast with the. easy-going 
gcenes of the average Filipino city, an 
air of intense commercial activity is in 
evidence. ‘This struck one immediately 
upon 4anding. Auto| trucks and large 
andi small boats were loading or un- 
loading goods. The streets were full 
of autos. 

Davao Americans told Colonel Thonip- 
gon that the Japanese control from 50 
to 75 per cent. of the hemp produced 
in Davao province, the most important 

._ gingle crop. It is the province. of the 
Philippines wuich_ has a world. monop- 
oly of the hemp. used. by. American 

\ farmers as binder twine for wheat and 
other agricultural . cts, tho 
the Americans after the’ 

developed Davao, the Japanese now 

own: most. of the land in the fertile 
plain surrounding the Gulf of Davao. 
Colonel Thompson visited a Japanese 
plantation using the latest model hemp- 
stripping machinery. 

Japanese working night and day to 
find méans of drying the hemp by 
machinery, which is now done by 
hanging bunches of the: fiber in the 

sun. A typical sight in Davao is huge 
mops of hemp hanging from bamboo 
poles like innumerable blond wigs. 


Many Japanese Farmers. 


The visitors saw keen-looking, high- 
type Japanese business engineers, 
‘Managers and represetitatives of a 
banking hotise said to be closely asso- 
ciated with the Japanese Government. 
The Japanese use Filipino labor at a 
wage of from 50 to 7% cents a ts 
They alsc buy hemp from the Japa- 
nése tenant farmers, who have settled 
fin the province in large numbers and 
are said to produce twice as much 
hemp as the natives do. 

The Japanese sell most of their hemp 
to Americans, chiefly representatives 


of the International Harvester Com-+; 


pany. The Japanese and most of the 
American bemp men say they get 
along well with the Filipinos. They 
mix with the Filipinos socially, but 
keep out cf politics. Their attitude is 
that the main thing is to get hemp. 

Both Americans and Filipinos would 
welcome Congressional action fixing a 
definite policy and status for “the 
Philippines over a term of years. Few 

mners were displayed advocating in- 

ependence and theré was no serious 
discussion of the subject. Intelligent 
Filipinos said they realized they were 
not going to get independence for some 
ears at least and probably it would 

e tinwise tc grant it now. . 

Native cwners ot hemp plantations. 
gaid prices were good and the people 
satisfied: The chief interest in the 
future is to attract capital. Except 
around the gulf the province is virtu- 
ally undéveloped, but is almost as rich 
in egricultural and forest pesources at 
Cotabato. Besides hemp, coffee- ex- 
perts say the conditicns are ideal and 
the province could produce ‘large quan- 
tities of coffee as good as or better 
than Brazilian coffee. It is also suit- 
able for growing rubber, -sugar, rice 
and fruit. 

Some Amerfcans urged Colonei 
“Thompson to favor the Bacon bill pro- 
viding complete American -rule for 
Mindanao as the one thing needed to 
attract American capital and make the 
island prosperous and peaceful. They 
charged that the Chfistian Filipinos 
who rule the province are wasting the 
public funds on roads and bridges, let- 
ting Chinese traders cheat the natives 
and take trade away from American 
plantations and stores, raising the 
Americans’ taxes and failing te give 
protection-for the advancement.of the 
wild tribes inhabiting the hills. 


*Favor Change in Government. 
Virtually all the American residents 


think ‘economic development is. im- 


possible without a change in the form 
of government giving American. in- 
stead of Filipino officials control, as 
‘well as liberalization of the land laws 
to permit large scale development. 
The Filipinos as a whole lack commer- 
cial sense, retarding dévelopment.

Although — cost a third 
more than in United States and 
gasoline more than 50 cents a galion, 
native drivers*of American automobiles 
charge only-10 cents a mile to. drive 
from the Davao, dock to the centre of 
the city. Evidently they are satisfied 
. to make a little more than main- 
tenance costa and a fair figure as in- 
‘terest on investment, depreciation and 
- peplacement.’ When the cars wear out 
the owners will have nothing.

* MILWAUKEE, Sept. 2.—The two 
men who are leading the fightin Wis- 
consin’s current. political contest 
against what they call the ‘Madison 
Ring,’’ are playing a lone hand in each 
case—that is, each is making his cam- 
paign independently. of the: other in 
opposition to continued State Govern- 
ment control by a small coterie of poli- 
ticlans most of whom owe their politi- 
cal success to the sanction of the late 
Senator Robert M. La Follette. 

These men—Senator Irvine L. Len- 


root, candidate for renomination to the: 


United States Senate in the Republican 
primaries, and Fred R. Zimmerman, 
now Secretary of State, candidate for 
the Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor—are not openly supporting any 
of the candidates who have entered 
_the primary contest in opposition to 
the so-called ring’s selection for State 
offices. 

Leénroot is fighting solely in behalf 
of his candidacy against Governor 
/man L. Ekern, the La Follette party’s 
“candidate for Senator, while Zimmer- 
man is fighting solely for his own can- 
didacy against Attorney General Her- 
} man L. Ekern, the La Follettee party’s 
choice for Governor . 

Charles B. Perry, the Gubernatorial 
| candidate of the regular Republicans, 
to which contingent Lenroot affiliates, 
‘is conducting his campaign without a 
: coalition with the Lenroot organiza- 
' tion, which is accused of casting a 
| sympathetic eye, to say the least, on 
@ movement among conservative Re- 
publicans or stalwarts, to throw their 
strength to Zimmerman, their position 
being that Perry can not be elected, 
and that Zimmerman, while a pro- 
nounced supporter of the principles 
and policies of the late Senator La- 
Follette, is fighting the present La- 
Follette organization which he calis 
the Madison ring. With these Repub 
lican conservatives it is a case of a 
choice of evils. 


Lenroot a Strenuous Campaigner. 


While opinion is very general. that 
Lenroot and Zimmerman will lose, some 
observers, regarded’ as able to ren- 
der impartial judgment, concede that 
each of them has a ‘“‘chance’’—better, 
perhaps, in Zimmerman’s case than 
in Lenroot’s, but still a chance in both 


cases. 
Senator Lenroot expresses confidence 
that he will- win with an emphasis that 
carries the impression that he is not 
talking merely for campaign purposes. 
He has made a strenuous campaign, 
going into all except three of the sev- 
enty-one counties in the State, and 
has made more than 200 speeches, a 
record said to exceed that of the late 
Senator La Follette, who was a tireless 
afid strenuous campaigner. — 
Whatever the outcome of next — 
day’s intra-party Republican election, 
the fact avpears to be that some dis- 
integration is in progress in the power- 
ful old Republican organization which 
the late Senator’ La Follette domi- 
nated for more than a quarter of a 
century. Recent incidents have indi- 
cated a slight but gradual «falling 
away in the organization’s solidarity. 
_ In the light of the two victories won 
last year by Robert M. La Follette 
_Jr.—first when he was overwhelmingly 
elected for the unexpired term’ of his 
father—this disintegration -is not ap- 
| parent. But it is contended that senti- 
mental loyalty to his ‘father was 
Maxwely responsible for the son’s great 
success, and while that sentiment still 
is widespread it has not the potency 
‘today that it had a year ago, as far 
|as it applies to. one bearing the La 
‘Follette name. 
| In this connection it is apparent that 
young La Follette has a material per- 
sonal interest in the outcome of next 
‘Tuesday's primaries for the reason that 
a sethgck for the so-called Madison 
ring might interfere seriously with his 
ambition to succeed himself in the 
Senate, with the seat he now holds 
to be. contested two . ears hence. 
As the members of the insurgent 
element now engaged in combating 
the La Follette régime at Madison vis- 
ualize the situation, they are quite as 
true to the principles of the late Sen- 
ator La Follette as any candidate for 
office who bears the stamp of the so- 
called Madison ring, but that Gov- 
ernor Blaine, Attorney General Ekern, 
.the La Follette brothers, Robert and 
‘Philip, and some others, have no mo- 
| mopoly of trading in the late Senator’s 
‘name with the object of setting up a 
“dynasty” in control of the Republican 
Party and the State Government. 
Some of the insurgents resent the 
managerial prominence assumed by 
young Senatdér La. Follette and his 
brother, and ask if it is the plan to 
have them determine for the rest of 
‘their lives who shall be and who shall 
not be candidates for the United States 
Senate and State offices. Senator La 
.Follette is 30 and his brother Philip, 
‘who now holds public office as_ Dis- 
trict Attorney of Dane County, is 28.

Attacking the ‘‘Madison ring’’ along 
the same line, the Wisconsin States- 
man, a newspaper published at Port 
Washington, alleges that State em- 
ployes have been devoting much of the 
State’s time to politics in the past fif- 
teen months~ and estimates. that 
through their neglect of their duties 
the State has suffered a loss of $15,- 
507,381 in salaries paid for which ser- 
vice was not rendered. It calls on its 
readers: to compare this amount with 
the $8,000,000. spent in the Republican 
primary campaign in Pennsylvania. 


~ Prohibition a Minor Issue. 


In this-State, supposedly wringing 
wet, the prohibition issue has not fig- 
ured prominently in the primary cam- 
paign. Zimmerman is accounted a 
dry and in its listing of the attitude 
of candidates on this question, the 
association opposed to the prohibition 
amendment notes that he has been 
endorsed by Dr. J. F. Hartman, super- 
intendent of the Wisconsin Anti-Saloon 
League as “‘a candidate who will stand 


without hitching on the wet and dry 
question.”’ 

Most of the other candidates are 
classified by the association as “sat- 
isfactory.”” Senator Lenroot, who in- 
sists thatthe prohibition law shall be 
enforced as long as it remains on the 
statute books, has compromised his 
position somewhat by declaring that 
if the electorate votes for modiftca- 
tion of the prohibition law in a pro- 
posed State referendum, he will abide 
by that decision, and if no referendum 
is held he will use his own judgment 
if a bill seeking modification is pre- 
sented in the Senate. 

Broadly speaking, however, the pro- 
hibition question is not a foremost is- 
sue ‘in the campaign and opinion is 
general that Frank J. Kelly, who is 
seeking the Republican Senatorial 
nomination solely as a wet, will nct 
figure prominently in the returns of 
tne primary electfon. 

Nor is President Coolidge’s person- 
ality a real issue. Senator Lenroot is 
seeking renomination almost solely on 
his own record as a legislator, and the 
attacks on his opponents on polici2s 
supported by the President have qouly 
an indirect reference to him. 

These attacks have to do with Sen- 
ator Lenroot’s record in the Senate, 
Young Senator La Follette in nis 
speeches scores the Mellon tax plan 
as.in zlhe interest of the rich, charges 
that the foreign debt settlements are 
designed to help international bank- 
ers and makes critical remarks about 
the attitude of the Coolidge Adminis- 
tration in other matters, but the ap- 
plication of his criticism is to Senator 
Lenroot and not to the President. 


Senator Attacks World Court, 


Last night Senator La Follette ad- 
drésséd a Blaine-Ekern meeting in Mil- 
waukee’s vast Auditorium, said to be 
capable of seating 8,000 people. That 
part of it used for this meeting con- 
tained 3,700 seats, and it is estimated 
that about 1,500 attended. 

It was a décorous audience, which 
confined its applause mainly to hand- 
clapping. It burst into cheers once 
when Senator La Follette, after quot- 
ing Senator Lenroot as admitting that 
force might have to be used to carry 
out the dictum of the World Court, 
warned his hearers not to send him 
telegrams asking him to vote against 
keeping their boys from being sent to 
fight foreign wars, if they failed to 
elect Blaine to the Senate in Lenroot’s 
place and thus add another vote to the 
movement for keeping the United 
States out of the Court. _ 

Young La Follette made a good ap- 
pearance and spoke readily ant clear- 
ly. While an attractive speaker he 
lacked the vehement manner of. his 
late father and also the dramatic 
tremulo of his father’s voice. He. said 
kind: words. of Governor Blaine and 
Attorney General Ekern, and 
claiming any intention to indulge in 
personalities criticized the legislative 
record of Senator Lenroot severely. 
He referred to Zimmerman, without 
mentioning his name, as ‘‘a former 
Progressive,” criticizing him on two 
counts. 

One, that the reactionaries of the 
State were supporting Zimmerman, 
and, two, Zimmerman did not give a 
moment of his time or a penny of his 
money to help the Presidential candi- 
dacy of the late Senator La Follette in 
1924 


In the towns and country districts of 
the State there is more interest in the 
campaign displayed than in Milwaukee. 
In these outside place campaign speak- 
ers get good crowds, but in Milwaukee 
there is no sign of a change from the 
prevailing apathy to real interest, and 
the primaries are only five days away.

D. Baker, Secretary of War in the 
Cabinet of President Wilson, today at 
the fifty-fourth annual] Granger’s pic- 
nic of Cumberland County heaped 
praises upon ‘William B. Wilson of 
Blossburg, Pa., whom he extolled for 
his qualities of character and abilities 
as a statesman, 
Pennsylvania. voters for the oppo rf 
tunity they have to éndorse Mr. Wils 
at. the . November, election for the 
United States Senate. 

Mr. Wilson was Secretary of Labor 
in the Wilson Administration and a 
fellow Cabinet officer with Mr. Baker. 

Without. launching an attack upon 
William S. Vare, Philadelphia, Repub-' 
lican candidate for Senator from Penn- 
sylvania. Mr. Baker. said he would 

“plead his case on its own. strength 


rather than capitalize the weakness or, 


ais _adversary.’’ 

, Turning aside from problems which 
concern the United States apart from 
other nations, Mr. Baker dwelt upon 
problems which .are related to the 
whole world as well as America. With- 
out mentioning the international war 
debts, which, he recently expressed the 
belief, should be canceled, Mr. Baker 
pictured the United States as the 
greatest nation on earth in material 
possessions and added that what we 
need more than wealth is the continued 
prosperity and peaceful and orderly 
arrangement of the whole world. 

The World War, he declared, set the 
country back economically from fifty 
to one hundred years and-has left 


practically all the leading nations of 


the world with .enormous losses. > 

‘While the total cost of the war has 
been placed at two hundred billions, 
the- actual] losses in human lives was 
placed at ten millions dead and twenty 
millions wounded, with an additional 
—— millions starved to death,’”’ he 
sa 

Disorders following the war have 
risen not cnly because of the tremen- 
dous losses but because of the destruc- 
tion of man’s faith in the’ free insti- 
tutions of democracy, he said. Na- 
tions today are willing to tolerate dic-" 
tators, he declared, because their faith 
in kings and mlers has been shaken. 
Deplorable: conditions in Russia; with 
their: attendant. loss of life and ten- 
dency toward savagery, were laid to 
the war and included in post-war prob- 
lems to be considered by the whole 
world. 

‘What we need in Washington,” said 
Mr. Baker, ‘‘is men who are wise not 
only about our own concern but men 
who can aid the United States in re- 
storing order among other nations of 
the earth.’ : 

“We need a new order of justice and 
assured international credit, with all 
jealousies wiped away,” said Mr. 
Baker, who indicated the economic 
policies of the Democratic Party will 
help bring about these desired condi- 
tions, and closed with.a final’ tribute 
to Mr, Wilson, who, he said, was “‘as 
capable to contribute toward making a 
constructive program as any man in 
the United States.’’

The annual general order to the men 
of the force in connection with police 


arrangements for the primary elec- 


tions, which are to ve held. on Tues- 
day, Sept. 14, was issued yesterday 
by Commissioner McLaughlin. The or- 
der varied in many features from that 
issued last year by the Commissioner's 
predecessor, Richard E. Enright, on 
the eve of the Democratic primary 
election. which resulted in the nomina- 
tion of Mayor Walker over the then 
Mayor, John F. Hylan. 

This -year there will be fewer uni- 
formed men assigned-to guard the poll- 


sing places. There will be only one 


policeman stationed at_each place in- 
stead of from two to four,'as was de- 
creed for the 1925 primaries. 

In instances where the polling places 
are situated in churches and schools, 
the policemen also will see that the 
fire prevention law against smoking is 
obeyed and that the rules of the Board 
of Eltctions regarding the placing of 
the polling booths and barriers be- 
tween the voters and the election in- 
spectors are observed. Another patrol- 
man will maintain order outside each 
polling booth, preventing electioneering 
by partisians or any other practices 
which might interfere with the smooth 
operation of the primaries. — 

The books and ballots to be used in 
the elections are not to .be handled by 
the policemen under any circum- 
stances. ‘At the close of the tabulation 
of the returns in the evening, the pa- 
trolman assigned to duty inside the 
jpolling place will receive from the 
Board of Inspectors a statement of the 
vote cast for each candidate and will 
deliver this list to a sergeant. “who will 


tour the polling places in an automo- 
bile to pick up such data and take it- 
to his station. 

The polls will. open at 3.P. M. and 
close at 9 P. M. Policemen assigned 
to polling places will be on hand halt 
an. hour before to see that arrange- 
ments for the elections are properly 
carried out and all is ready for the 
recording of the vote at the legal hour. 
Each patrolman will be equipped with 
a copy of the general order issued by 
the Commissioner, which contains the 
salient features of the primary. election 
laws in connection with his duties. 
Provision is: made in the order for the 
prompt shifting of police-_reserves to 
any polligg .place in the event of. dis- 
‘turbance,

This would bar—and 
it was admitted that such was its pur- 
pose—Captain Fonck from again flying 
the plane except with the permission 


of Colonel Hartney. As it had been 
announced that Captain Fonck would 
take the plane on a trial flight to 
Washington in a day or two, this order 
would interfere with his plans. 


Text of the Letter. 
The text of the letter, as given out 
last night by Mr. Sandler, follows: 


Sikorsky . — — Company, 
250 West 57th St. 
New York City. 

Gentlemen: Please take notice that 
junder and by virture of the agree- 
ments in existence between the Gen- 
eral Airways, Inc., The Argonauts,

Although the “‘tarboosh” has been 
the national headgear of the Egyp- 
tians for centuries, it is criticized-as 
neither practical nor .comfortable in”a 
hot country.

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_. RECOGNIZING REGULARITY. 
The Senate Campaign Committee may, 
mot be the court of last resort in the 
Republican -Party, but anyhow it is 
handing down decisions. One of them 
‘recognizes Colonel SmirTH of Illinois as 
the regular Republican nominee for 
‘United States Senator. For the com- 
mittee the fact seems to be sufficient 
‘that Mr. Smrre won in the party 
primary, though by the expendityre of 
/a@ dubious sum of money, dubiously 
contributed, which it is not polite to 
mention between_ Republican’ friends. 
In proof of its action validating, so to 
speak, the credentials of Colonel 
SmrrxH, the Senate Campaign Commit- 
tee announces that it is going to send 
a “ speaker *’ for him to Taylorville on 
Sept. 15. This may recall to some of 
our older readers what Mr. CHOAT# 
was reported to have said when asked 
“ to make a speech for Mr. Biarne in 
1884. He blithely remarked /that he | 
-expected to vote for the regular Re- 
‘publican nomiinee for the Presidency, 
but didn’t see how anybody could 
speak for him. 

As the case stands, it is probable 
that the Republican Senators on the 
committee had no option. Their busi- 
ness is to back up the party organiza- 
tion in the various States, and in Illi- 
nois it had decided in favor of Colonel 
SmirH. Since that time it has been 
broadly hinted to him from various 
Republican sources that he eught to 
decline the nomination, so as to pre- 
‘vent the primary scandal from being 
forced into the campaign and perhaps 
later into the Senate itself. But none 
of these things seems to have moved 
Colonel Smrrxs, who, for the rest, 
never did believe that sensitive plants 
have any place in politics. What has 
‘been done for him in permitting him to 
enjoy the fruits of regularity will 
doubtless also be done for Representa- 
tive Vare in Pennsylvania. Both men 
may virtuously allege that they did; 
mot buy up the Republican - primary, 
because they defeated candidates who 
spent a great deal more than aad did 
in the effort to buy it. 

The Republican National —— 
may yet have something to say about 
all this, but it is not for the Senate 
Campaign Committee to“inquire too 
nicely into the expenditures of regular 
Republicans who may soon be Sena- 

' tors-elect. Unless all signs fail, how- 
ever, this endorsement on the score of 
regularity will not prevent a regular 
row when the whole Senate takes the 
matter up.

Although August Shewed-No Un-| *

Although August was not particular- 
ly active in sales of motor cars and 
trucks, the reaction of the buying 
public to the new miodels has justified 
ahi appreciable stepping-up of produc- 
tion at the factories, with every in- 
Gication of an active Fall market, ac- 
eording to Automotive Industries. The 
upturn has occurred in the last two 
weeks and is not regarded as suffi- 
‘eient to bring the total month’s output 


above July. 

“Sentiment in the industry on the 
whole is very cheerful,”’ the publica-

e final quarter of 1925 was af-

’ COLOMBIAN INDEMNITY PAID. 





Treasury Sends Last Instaiment of 
$25,000,000 Panama _ Claim. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (#).—A ro- 
mantic -chapter of Latin-American 
diplomatic hjstory was brought to an 
end today when the United States 
Treasury paid to Colombia the last in- 
stalment of the §25,000,000 she de- 


manded as a result of the circum- 
stances attending the building of. the 
Panama Canal. 

Today’s payment of $5,000,000 was 
the fifth of a like amount handed over 
to Colombia since the celebrated Co- 
lombian Treaty was ratified in 1921 


‘ after a long fight. 


Just before the canal project reached 
fruition Panama, then a part of Co- 
lombia, declared her independence. 
President Rooseyelt was accused of 
having intervened prematurely on the 
side of the Panamans,;in order to se- 
cure from them the cession of terri- 
tory needed for the canal. 

This President Roosevelt denied, but 
a decade later President Wilson ne- 
gotiated the $25,000,000 treaty ‘“‘to re- 
store cordial friendship’ ’with Colom- 
bia, and although the Senate once re- 
fused to ratify, it reversed itself after 

‘ President Harding had come into of- 
fice and seconded the request of Wil- 
son, 

The Senate amended the treaty, how- 
ever, to eliminate an apology included 
in the original draft. 


AUSTRALIA’S WOOL CROP BIG 


Reports Show 2,655,334 Bales Sold 
for $288,500,000. 


Australian ‘wool prices for the sea- 
gon of 1925-1926 were highly satisfac- 
tory, it has been reported by cable by 
the Australian Commigsioner here. 
Preliminary figures show that 2,655,- 
334 bales were sold in the Common- 
wealth, compared with 1,587,750 bales 
in the previous season. 

Despite a decrease in values, sales 
in the current season totaled §288,500,- 
000, or about $11,000,000 more than 
those of the pr@vious season. A total 
of 2,665,246 bales was exported, against 
1,700,519 bales in the previous season. 
In the face of adverse trade conditions 
the United Kingdom remained the best 
buyer. | 

It is believed sales next séason will 
sustain recent levels. As there ig prac- 
tically no carry-over, and as the com- 
ing clip is expected to be smaller, no 
difficulty in marketing is foreseen. It 
is estimated the number of sheep in 
Australia has increased by 11,000,000 to 
04,366, 000 since 1924.
